WASHINGTON—(/P)—The Interstate 


Commerce Commission warned con- 
gross Wednesday an abrupt overhaul- 
ing of the nation's freight rate struc- 
ture "is likely to have results more 
disturbing than beneficial." 


This was the rate-making body's 


response to a request by Churman 
Wheeler (Dem., Mont.) of the senate 
nterstate commerce committee for its 
comment on Southern senators' pro- 
posals 
to 
equalize 
interterritorial 


freight charges. 


The commission declined to give a 


flat yes or no, explaining it could not 
be placed in the position of prejudicing 
a pending,case involving a similar is- 
sue. Presumably, this case was that of 
the Southeastern Governors' Confer- 
ence, which has asked downward re- 
vision of rates on a list of manufactur- 
ed articles of Southern origin. 


The letter, signed by Commissioner 


Eastman, listed several considerations 
which, he said, offered practical dif- 
ficulties in the operation of the sen- 
ators' rate proposals. 


Eastman said the commission found 


no objection to that part of a bill by 
Senator Bankhead (Dem., Ala.) which 
would make it unlawful for any car- 
riers to give "undue or unreasonable 
preference or advantage" to any sec 
tion or shipper. Tiie commission gave 
no final verdict on that section of 
Bankhead's bill directing the commis- 
sion, to abolish all regional or terri- 
torial differentials. 


Eastman said the proposal would, in 


effect, establish a "mileage basis" for 
freight rates, meaning a complete re- 
adjustment of the structure.

We have many methods of measur- 


ing what is normal in relationship to 
the physical side.of the human body. 
A normal temperature we know "is 
98.6 degrees Fahrenheit ns recorded on 
an ordinary theromometer. 
If the 


temperature is considerably above or 
below this •figure, we know that the 
temperature is abnormal and that 
there is « fever or that the body heat 
is not being maintained as it should 
be. 


We know that there is a normal num- 


ber of red blood cells and that any 
time thefe is a million more or a 
million less per cubic cehtemelcr than 
the normal, the condition may demand 
some investigation. 
We know that 


the body has a normal intake and out- 
put of fluid. 
1C this becomes ex- 


cessive or too greatly diminished, 
the situation demands serious inves- 
tigation. 


In other words, there are standards 


of measurement which are aeurute 
tor most of the physical functions of 
the human body. However, the scien- 
tists have, been exceedingly disturbed 
by the difficulty of determining ex- 
actly what is n normal jnind. Most 
o£ use .realize that we ourselves are 
normal and we arc inclined to sug- 
gest that most other people represent 
variiations from 
the normal — at 


least under speqial- circumstances.. 


We are able to describe a normal 


mind much more by what it dbes 
not than by what it does. The per- 
ron with a normal miiide does not 
have abnormal fears. . He docs not 
run away from life. 
He does not 


react unduly to unpleasant situat- 
ions, he is riot nhbted n hs work 
by unreasonable frght n relationship to 
darkness or light, close spaces or open 
spaces, high places or low places; neit- 
her, is he thrown into shock by noise, 
by the sight of .insects or by unpleasant 
words. 


All of us have emotions such as 


anger, joy, despair, sympathy. 
T^he 


person with normal mind has emot- 
ions, but his reactions are within limits 
which are considered reasonable. In 
othef words, he is not overmotional 
or underemotional. He does not view 
pain with Stolidity; neither does pain 
he weep about pans that are small. 


In other words then, the normal mind 


repressents reactions within 
limits 


which .are recognized as those of the 


vast majority of Intelligent human 
beings. 
A recognition of normalcy 


is indeed a stimulus toward normalcy.

ministration. 


Payments will be made from a fund 


of 
$212,000,000 appropriated by 
the 


Price Adjustment Act of 1938, Cotton 
and rice payments in Arkansas are ex- 
pected to total approximately $9,000,- 
000 and will start after 1939 acre- 
ages are measured this fall. 


Preliminary estimates indicate, that 


the rate of payments for commodities 
other than tobacco will likely fair with- 
in the following ranges: 
Cotton, l.C 


to 1.8 cents per pound; wheat 10 to 12 
cents per bushel; corn, 5 to 6 qents per 
bushel; rice, 12 to 13 cents ppr hun- 
dredweight. 


As prescribed by the Price Adjust- 


ment Act of 1938, the regulations pro- 
vide that the payment for 'each crop 
will be made on the norrnjj: yield of 
the acreage allotment'• established --for 
that crop under the 1939'Agricultural 
Conservation program. Any farmer, 
whether landlord, tenant or share- 
cropper, is eligible for a price ad- 
justment payment if the acreage plant- 
ed to the commodity on his farm for
